ENNIS IS A sport of sublime ter- 
ror. The tennis racket-—nowadays 
a lethal composite of boron, graphite, 
and fiberglass—becomes an instrument 
of doom when placed in the skillful 
mitts of John McEnroe and Ivan 
Lendl. Rocketing a blur back and 
forth a net at 100 miles per hour while 
their sneakers burn rubber in cement is 
the way these men earn a living. Those 
dancing figures in white on your 19- 
inch television set deceive: To succeed 
in tennis, the requirements are nerves 
of iron, manic concentration, unrelent- 
ing commitment, tensile strength, and 
gymnastic coordination, in no particu- 
lar order, 

Wrestling demands practically the 
same prerequisites. In wrestling, balls 
are replaced by strategic holds; rackets 
substituted with fists. Except for their 
popularity, wrestling and tennis share 
little other equipment.

“Heck, | can’t agree with that sentiment 
at all. Wrestling saved my life when | was 
young. If it wasn’t for positive role models 
like Dusty Rhodes and Stan Stasiak, and 
a promoter by the name of Don Owen, | 
don’t know where I'd be right now. | 
won't deny that wrestling is violent, but 
there's no gray area of morality in this 
sport. We're the best role models in 
sports.”” 


STAN HANSEN 

“Hell, | make all my kids watch every 
rasslin’ show. And | quiz ‘em about it at 
dinnertime, too. Yeah, current events with 
Big Stan. One wrong answer equals one 
lick of the belt. | used to smack ’em 
around with the belt what holds my pants 
up, but now | can use my world champi- 
onship belt to chop a few welts in their 
scrawny butts. Toughens ‘em up, hoss.” 


BRUISER BRODY 
“Kids ought to see violence. As much of 
it as possible. It'll give ‘em street sense, 
The best example for kids | ever saw was 
in Canada a long time ago. Tarzan Tyler 
was beatin’ up some pretty boy, and the 
guy's 12-year-old little brother ran into the 
ring to save him. Tyler bodyslammed the 
kid to teach him a lesson: Don’t get in- 
volved in anything you ain’t tough enough 
to control.” 


GORDON SOLIE 

“I've read some of that criticism from psy- 
chologists and sociologists. | know their 
hearts are in the right places, but they're 
mistaken. As a broadcaster, | try to put 
hideous violence in perspective for our 
younger viewers. | don’t think they should 
be shielded from, say, the sad reality of a 
Kevin Sullivan; they have to know the 
consequences of evil in order to combat 
it.” 


RICK STEAMBOAT 

“They tell me fans under 14 years old 
used to be banned from wrestling match- 
es in New York State. To me, that’s ridic- 
ulous. Wrestling is no more violent than 
any ‘other contact sport. Most wrestlers 
don't battle to maim or cripple, and 
they're the ones who are cheered by the 
kids. A clean pinfall over a rulebreaker 
shows kids that they, too, can triumph 
over adversity without taking the easy 
way out by cheating.” 


PRECIOUS 

“Kids? Yeecchh! Kids are supposed to 
be angels, right? Kids at the matches are 
holy terrors, man. Most of the filthy 
names | hear come out of the foul 
mouths of babes, 10-year-olds who drool 
over the Sports Illustrated swimsuit issue. 
And their parents promise to buy ‘em 
chocolate chip ice cream if they hurl 
abuse at me! Brats are too violent for 
wrestling, not the other way around!” 


ABDULLAH THE BUTCHER 
(via interpreter) ‘Children? Braised on a 
spit is best. Cooked is best, because junk 
food diets of American youngsters spoil 
fresh meat. Nutrition for body of Suda- 
nese steel like mine. Prefer uncooked 
chicken, lamb, vital organs from beasts of 
burden.

But | 
don’t know what | would have done if | 
hadn’t been exposed to wrestling at an 
early age. | wouldn’t recommend this line 
of work for most kids, but if you're tough 
enough to take the bruises and fair 
enough to handle the feuds without turn- 
ing bitter, there is nothing more 
rewarding.”

SCOTT HALL & 
CURT HENNIG 


Te FEATURE COULD be the death of Sports 
Review Wrestling as we know it. The editorial 
meetings are getting homicidal. 

Sometimes our choices are relatively clear-cut. In 
the April issue of SRW, we honored Stan Hansen for 
being the first new World champion in 19 months. 
This time around, there wasn’t much action in singles 
competition—virtually no major title changes. And 
the editorial meeting to decide this month's honorary 
turned out to be “the most chaotic and violent I've 
witnessed in 15 years on the job here,” according to 
Senior Editor Bill Apter. “I've seen barbed wire fence 
matches ‘conducted with more civility.” 

We knew the decision to make new AWA World 
tag team champions Scott Hall and Curt Hennig 
Wrestlers of the Month would be controversial, but 
we didn't think it tear our own editorial staff in two. 
Assistant Editor Jim Schuermann objected purely on 
the grounds that this should be a singles award. “In 
extreme instances this could be a tag team award. 
The Midnight Express, for example, could be deserv- 
ing this month. But everybody knows Scott Hall is 
carrying Curt Hennig on his shoulders. Hall beat Jim 
Garvin in precisely 37 seconds in a singles match, 
and he's had other singles successes in the past 
month—why not give him the glory?” 

Assistant Editor Eddie Ellner took offense. “Why 
shouldn't a tag team win the award? Don't be con- 
servative. I know they stink, but who cares? They're 
champions. Number One is Number One, and Num- 
ber Two is nothing. All else is secondary. Hall and 
Hennig won the titles, and that’s what counts.” 

The argument persisted, and turned into shouting, 
“They won a 58-minute match for the title,” Ellner 
screamed. “Your man Lou Thesz would have been 
proud!” 

“Of course they beat Garvin and Regal,” retorted 
Schuermann. “Nobody was still awake to see the 
pinfall!” The clamorous dialogue went on and on, to 
the point of obscene name-calling, and Ellner 
stormed off to the Executive Men’s Room. He insists 
that he didn’t realize Schuermann was trailing him, 
and that slamming the door in Schuermann’s face as 
he walked in was purely accidental. Intentional or 
not, the impact of the door aggravated cartilage

damage in Schuermann’s recently healed broken 
nose, an injury stemming from an unpleasant inci- 
dent with a bouncer in Matt Brock’s favorite East 
Village bar. The emotional damage between the two 
former friends may be irreparable. , 

But enough of the office soap opera. Scott Hall 
and Curt Hennig, AWA World tag team champions. 
It has a nice ring to it. They could rival the likes of 
The Road Warriors, the Vachon brothers, and Nick 
Bockwinkel and Ray Stevens as one of the finest 
AWA tag team combinations in -history. Although 
Schuermann is correct in saying that Hall would 
deserve the Wrestler of the Month honor on his own, 
he is terribly wrong in assuming that Hall “carries” 
Curt Hennig. Hall would have been extremely fortu- 
nate to win the tag team title with any other partner 
besides Hennig, Hennig is an underrated scientific 
grappler who hasn't had the right career breaks up 
until now. His experience and remarkable agility 
provides a counterpoint to Hall’s brute strength and 
precocious talent. 

But don’t listen to Sports. Review Wrestling; ask 
Scott Hall himself, “I wouldn't be where I am today 
without Curt. When I think of all the countless hours 
he's spent with me in the gym, preparing me for 
every conceivable situation in the ring—well, gee. 
He's better than any manager could possibly be.” 

Hall's feelings aside, the big guy is bound to be the 
focal point of this tag team, to the fans, opponents, 
and media alike. Having finally won a major world 
title, Curt's going to face certain realities of the 
crown. How will it affect him (how has it already 
affected him?) to be ignored while the fans chant 
Hall’s name and court Hall's autdgraphs? Will the 
scourge of envy rear its ugly head and embitter 
Hennig? We call on this tag team’s fans to give 
equal, due credit top both members; otherwise, the 
results could be: tragic. 

But that’s only a possible scenario. We imagine 
that Curt Hennig is stronger than that emotionally. 
Scott Hall and Curt Hennig make a dynamite wres- 
tling duo; their 58 minutes of warfare against Garvin 
and Regal proved that. They know what it’s like in 
the trenches. And they know what it takes to be 
champions. Oo

MAGINE YOURSELF TO be a 

top-level professional wrestler. 
You're in the ring against an op- 
ponent who is a bit more skilled 
and experienced, but it’s a more 
even match than it seems on pa- 
per because you have enthusiasm 
and the element of surprise by 
your side. 

Yes, surprise. You came out of 
your corner with a flurry of offense 
and now you've got your oppo- 
nent at a marked disadvantage. 
You feel good about yourself, and 
you're beginning to really control 
the pace of the match. You can 
sense that a victory is imminent. 

Before you realize what’s hap- 


pening, though, there’s a blinding 
flash of activity. You feel your 
body hurled through the air. Pain 
racks your chest. A_ sickening 
thud assaults your ears as your 
back is slammed to the mat. Be- 
fore the stars can clear away from 
in front of your eyes, the referee 
has slapped the mat a third time 
and you've lost the match. 

So much for that imminent vic- 
tory—you’ve just become the vic- 
tim of Magnum T.A.’s belly-to-bel- 
ly suplex. 

Such is the power of a finishing 
maneuver. Its user, assuming his 
proficiency, can transform his own 
seeming defeat into glorious vic- 


tory. The move is a surprise to 
the opponent, and is shockingly 
deadly in its effectiveness. The 
belly-to-belly is just one example. 

On the pages that follow, you'll 
see 10 such examples of devas- 
tating finishing maneuvers, moves 
that can instantly bring an oppo- 
nent’s shoulders to the mat and a 
match to a swift end. Each ma- 
neuver is illustrated by the best 
peak-action photograph available 
from the vast Sports Review 
Wrestling files. 

This is indeed a section that 
demonstrates the danger and, 
ironically, the violent beauty of the 
sport of professional wrestling. 


The piledriver, banned in several 
states, may be the one maneuver 
that has sent more men to the 
hospital than any other. The full 


force of the move is concentrated jj 


on that small area of the head 
that comes in contact with the 
mat. Where that area is located in 
relation to the spine determines 
the intensity of the move, and 
whether the recipient will be po- 
tentially crippled or simply 
stunned. The only defense 
against the move is to shift one’s 
weight to the rear, as Mark Flem- 
ing attempts to do here against 
Bruiser Brody. 


THE PILEDRIVER 


The suplex itself is designed to 
knock the wind out of a man and 
allow a pinfall. The superplex, or- 
dinarily performed from the mid- 
dle turnbuckle, multiplies the ef- 
fects of the suplex by increasing 
the force that a man’s back hits 
the mat in proportion to the 
height of the turnbuckle (The Brit- 
ish Bulldogs occasionally perform 
the move from the top buckle!) 
and the speed with which its user 
falls back. The Super Destroyer 
(shown here superplexing Iceman 
King Parsons) is one of the great- 
est proponents of the maneuver, 
and has been banned from wres- 
tling in several states due to his 
frequent use of this dangerous 
move. 


Few wrestlers are able to simply 
execute the belly-to-belly suplex 
during a fast-paced match; fewer 
still can do so with any true effec- 
tiveness. Only one man—Mag- 
num T.A.—has been able to re- 
fine the move to such a level of 
efficiency and effectiveness as to 
be able to use it as a finishing 
maneuver. T.A. (using the move 
here against Ric Flair) has built a 
reputation over the past year or 
more by winning many of his 
matches in less than a minute 
using the belly-to-belly, which 
uses the element of surprise in 
equal portion with the force of a 
powerslam, to stun an opponent. [Sano 


As wrestling entered the ’80s, 
wrestlers became less flabby and 
more muscular. Where sheer bulk 
could once win a match, wres- 
tlers now had to find effective 
ways to utilize muscle and raw 
strength. One way, refined in 
large part by The Road Warriors, 
sees the aggressor hurling him- 
self from the turnbuckles to catch 
his opponent with  a_ flying 
clothesline. As powerful as a nor- 
mal clothesline by a muscular 
man such as Hawk (pictured here 
against Jimmy Doo), Animal, or 
Nikita Koloff can be, the flying 
clothesline accentuates a clothes- jj 
line’s power and force in much 
the same way the superplex ac- 
centuates the suplex. 


Sita 


A recent addition to professional 
wrestling’s repertoire of finishing 
maneuvers, the DDT can be re- 
garded as a cousin of the piledriv- 
er and is used today by primarily 
two individuals: Jake Roberts 
(shown here) and Rick Rude. The 
move is sinister in its simplicity: 
The user wraps one arm around 
his opponent’s head as if setting 
up for a suplex, then hurls his 
own body down to the mat and, 
in turn, his opponent’s head into 
the mat as well. An added slap on 
the back of the head, neck, or 
shoulders can amplify the force 
of the maneuver greatly. 


It is perhaps fortunate for all 
wrestlers who do not compete in 
the World Class area that Chris 
Adams is the sole proponent of 
the superkick. There are similar 
moves, mainly used by wrestlers 
whose styles embrace various 
forms of the martial arts, but 
none so swift in its execution and 
deadly in its accuracy as the su- 
perkick. Adams has honed his 
abilities to the point where he is 
able to direct his kick to any por- 

in of his opponent’s body. In 
this photo, you can see the gri- 
mace on Terry Gordy’s face as he 
reels from an Adams superkick to 
the point of his chin. 


THE COBRA CLUTCH 


A curious evolution has taken place with the cobra clutch. 
The hold was originally used by Sgt. Slaughter (shown here 
clamping it down on Boris Zukhov), who taught it to his tag 
team partner Don Kernodle. Kemodle in turn taught it to 
Ivan Koloff when the two men were partners in the Mid- 
Atlantic area. Koloff in turn taught it to Krusher Khrushchev, 
who has been using it recently in the World Championship 
area. The move is like a double-sleeperhold, cutting off 
circulation to the brain on both sides of the neck rather than 
just one. Its victims usually find themselves the recipient of 
another notch in the loss column. 


THE FLYING BODYPRESS 


Of all the finishing maneuvers 
that exist in professional wres- 
tling, none is so widely used as 
the flying bodypress. It was Mil 
Mascaras who first brought the 
move to worldwide recognition, 
and now it is used as a finishing 
move by such athletes as Jimmy 
Snuka, Rick Steamboat, The Ton- 
ga Kid (pictured), and Kevin Von 
Erich. Perhaps its predominance 
in the sport today is due to the 
fact that the maneuver requires 
aggressive fearlessness more 
than technical virtuosity. When 
properly executed, the flying 
bodypress is both graceful and 
punishing. 


The clawhold is perhaps the most underrat- 
ed of all the finishing maneuvers illustrated 
on these pages. Its effectiveness is similar 
to the sleeperhold or the cobra clutch in 
that the hold is designed to cut off blood 
supply to the head by applying pressure on 
certain critical vascular areas. Additionally, 
the claw—when properly applied—can act 


the hold a fraction of an inch to one side in 
order to modify a vascular hold to a nerve 

hold. In all the wrestling world, the Von 
Erichs (Kerry shown here vs. Ric Flair) are |& 
the most efficient proponents of the “iron [ayy 
claw.” "a 


By its nature, the big splash is a 
big move for big men. Very big 
men. Men of such size that most 
normal finishing maneuvers sim- 
ply do not apply. Men like Crush- 


er Blackwell, Andre the Giant, 
John Studd, and King Kong 
Bundy (shown here). The big 
splash is neither pretty nor com- 
plicated, but it is very effective. 
The physics of a 400-pounder fly- 
ing through the air can make it 
feel as if an 800-pounder or 
1,200-pounder is performing the 
move, depending on the height 
the body is dropping. As the gi- 
ant comes crashing to the mat, 
the effect is not unlike that of be- 
ing squashed by a steamroller. 
Again—not pretty, but quite 
effective! 


Bruno’s Back To Stay: 


“I'M HERE TO SHUT UP 
THE LOUDMOUTHS!”

T WAS A good life for you, 

Bruno. Retirement meant peace and 
late sleep. 

It meant time for late seven-course 
evenings at homey restaurants. You 
didn’t have to make the matches by 
7:30, It meant time for the workbench 
and the projects you promised to as- 
semble at your leisure. The homemade 
grandfather clock for the local PTA. 
The set of building blocks for your 
future grandchildren. It meant the lazy 
winter afternoons in front of the warm 
brackish colors of the cable television, 
reclining in your easy chair and lan- 
guidly pressing buttons on the remote 
control.

You’ve done it all, and God knows 
what wrestling would be like without 
you.

sibilities are. No one can sway your 
convictions. 

You’re back in the squared circle, 
because you cannot rest. You have a 
job to do. It has to be done. 

“What are you doing here, Bruno?” 
The dressing room guard at the Mead- 
owlands Arena remembered the official 
Sammartino sayonara from wrestling 
five years ago. Bruno had given fear- 
some George Steele the beating of his 
life. Unlike so many athletes who 
chased the power of their youth past 
its prime, Bruno walked away from 
the ring victorious, with the self-confi- 
dence of triumph twisting his lips into 
a proud veteran’s smile. 

Bruno paused at the dressing room 
entrance. Yes, for a moment he felt 
silly. A middle-aged man with a gym 
bag in his hand. Kneepads and a jock- 
strap, trunks and a freshly laundered 
pair of white sweat socks. Implements 
of a youngster, the athletic dressing of 
salad days. 

But Bruno had already contemplated 
those contradictions, late at night and 
too damn early over weak coffee. He 
knew what had to be done. ‘What am 
I doing here, friend? T’ll tell you. I’m 
here to stop the loudmouths.”” 

And Bruno slung the heavy gym bag 
over his shoulder and sauntered toward 
his dressing room, like a rookie starved 
for action. Ready for anything and 
ready to fight for what he believed in.

“You know, Bill, you and I both 
remember the Golden Age of televi- 
sion.” I was talking with Bruno before 
a steel cage match, but we could have 
been yakking in the living room of his 
Pittsburgh home. He’d been through 
the wars, and it didn’t matter. The 
dressing room was still as natural as a 
living room to The Living Legend. 

“Without television, — wrestling 
wouldn’t have been as successful as it 
was. When I came over [emigrated to 
the United States] in the *50s, people 
were excited about Buddy Rogers and 
Killer Kowalski and men like that. It 
gave me the inspiration to go into 
wrestling, as opposed to running a 
gymnasium or pumping gas or some- 
thing like that. Never, never underesti-

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RYING TO MAINTAIN a firm 

grasp on a wrestling champion- 
ship is like playing a game of King 
of the Hill. 

You know the game: A dozen or 
so kids find a large mound of dirt 
somewhere, and the scramble is on 
to see who can get to the top first. 
Once someone makes it to the top, 


everyone else tries to throw him 
back down to the bottom of the hill 
so that one of them can become 
King of the Hill. Mothers love this 
game when it comes time to do the 
laundry. 

The Rock 'n’ Roll Express have 
been Kings of the Hill twice al- 
ready. They scrambled over Ivan 


Koloff and Krusher Khrushchev on 
July 9, 1985, to become NWA 
World tag team champions. They 
were pushed down to the bottom of 
the hill by Ivan and Nikita Koloff 
on October 13, but rebounded 
about six weeks later to regain the 
belts from the Koloffs on November 
28 at Starrcade '85. 


Excellence. In professional wrestling, the yardsticks of that 
quality are championship title reigns. The Rock ’n’ Roll Express 
are undoubiedly an excellent tag team—but their reputation will 
be incomplete until they regain the NWA World tag team belts 
they’ve held twice before 
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he bottom of the 
hill again. The Midnight Express, 
through the interference of their 
manager Jim Cornette, captured 
the title from them on February 2, 
in Atlanta’s Omni. And as Rick 
Morton and Robert Gibson begin to 
brush the dirt from themselves and 
look back to the top of the hill, 
where Dennis Condrey and Bobby 
Eaton and Cornette all stand grin- 
ning smugly, they find that there 
are a lot of powerful teams blocking 
their way to the top: 
The Road Warriors. Currently 
splitting their time between the 
NWA and the AWA, the Legion of

Doom is presently without a cham- 
pionship—and would certainly like 
to add the NWA title to their re- 
sume. One factor in the Rock 'n’ 
Rolls’ favor is that Hawk and Ani- 
mal are looking to battle the Koloffs 
and Khrushchev before anyone 
else. Then again, there may well be 
some professional jealousy between 
Paul Ellering and Jim Cornette. 
Both men manage top tag teams, 
and both men are intensely pride- 
ful. Ellering’s 1984 win as Pro 
Wrestling Illustrated Manager of the 


Year was fated to be but a streak of 
one, as Cornette captured the hon- 
or in 1985. Should Ellering choose 
to make a determined move toward 
the NWA tag title, he could effec- 
tively tie up the Midnights for 
months, and shut Morton and Gib- 
son out of the title picture 
completely.

DICK SLATER 


Although the North American belt is big enough for Dick Slater and Dark Journey to pose 
behind, it is not big enough for Slater and Jake Roberts to share. The title has officially 
been held up. 
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ICK SLATER, the North 

American champion, signed for 
@ title match with Roberts that had 
two conditions. Roberts agreed not to 
use his favorite finishing manuever, the 
DDT, if Slater’s valet Dark Journey 
would stay away from ringside. Rob- 
erts did use the DDT to set up a suc- 
cessful pin. Both men now claim the 
North American title, and the Mid- 
South commissioners don’t know quite 
what to do with the belt. 

It must be pointed out that this is 
only the latest episode in the career of 
a man who has one of the most bi- 
zarre biographies in wrestling. Original- 
ly a fuzzy-cheeked scientific hero 
trained by Eddie Graham in Florida, 
Slater has shifted ring philosophies 
with dizzying irregularity. This, cou- 
pled with a no-style style that defies 
consistency, makes him one of the 
most dangerous and unpredictable 
grapplers in the sport. He is aptly 
nicknamed “Mr. Unpredictable” —if 
any wrestler truly lives for the mo- 
ment, in and out of the ring, it is Dick 
Slater. 

Sports Review Wrestling Assistant 
Editor Jim Schuermann recently inter- 
viewed Slater and asked him about the 
chaotic Mid-South situation. 


Q: What is the current status of the 
North American title? 

A: You tell me. The lackeys in charge 
of the Mid-South won’t give me 
the word. All I hear is, it’s held 
up, it’s held up. How long are they 
gonna hold me up for my title? 
They’re chickenspit about making 


the right decision. Just goes to 
show you the double standard, 

: What double standard? 

: The double standard against the 
men they call rulebreakers, Roberts 
violated the terms of the contract. 
He did exactly what he promised 
not to do, like a bad little boy, and 
if he’s gonna be rewarded with my 
title like a good little boy, I'm 
gonna have to send him to his 
grave without any supper. 

: Well, whatever they ultimately de- 
cide will make wrestling history. 
Legal scholars are already submit- 
ting papers to the journals debating 
the pros and cons of the ‘DDT 
Clause,” as it’s being referred to. 
Why did you agree to those terms? 

: Let’s get one thing straight, buddy. 
I can cripple Jake Roberts with or 
without a special contract. He 
wouldn’t wrestle me unless my 
woman was banned from ringside, 
and I was being pressured into 
givin’ the skinny jerk a crack at the 
belt. If 1 was gonna cut one of my 


arms off as a condition of the 
match, I wanted to make sure he’d 
be cuttin’ both his feet off in re- 
turn. The spirit of compromise. 
But why did you choose to deprive 
him of the DDT in particular? 


: Because Jake the Fake is such a 


one-dimensional wrestler. He fell in 
love with the DDT a few years ago 
and now he’s hooked. I don’t nec- 
essarily blame the guy. I use it my- 
self, when I feel like it. It’s one of 
the best ways invented to break a 
neck real fast and simple like. But 
his whole strategy—I mean, if the 
moron had a_ strategy—revolves 
around the DDT. Every move’s a 
setup for the DDT. He wouldn’t 
know what to do without it—and 
that’s why he got desperate and 
used it when he realized there 
wasn’t no other way to win. 


; If Roberts is so predictable with 


the DDT, how could you have fall- 
en victim to it? 


: I couldn’t stop it, and for good 


reason. There are lots of ways to

defense a DDT, if you know it’s 
coming. You can backdrop the 
guy, you can leg-trip him out and 
make him look stupider than he is, 
or any number of things. But if a 
guy DDTs you fast enough and 
you don’t have time to stop it, 
your head’s splittin’ the canvas no 
matter what you're thinkin’ about 
on the way down. But Roberts had 
an unfair advantage because I 
wasn’t prepared for a DDT! When 
he slapped me in a front facelock, 
I thought he’d either keep it 
clenched for a while or try to su- 
plex me. The DDT was outlawed 
by the terms of our notarized con- 
tract, so I wasn’t looking for it. 
Why wasn’t he disqualified imme- 
diately? A plain case of discrimina- 
tion against rulebreakers. 


: The valet issue is one of the most 


controversial subjects in wrestling 
today. Tell us what Dark Journey 
means to you as a valet, and give 
us some general thoughts on the 
valet’s place in wrestling. 
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A: Who cares about the other valets? 
They’re all bimbos. Dark Journey 
is a friend. What’s wrong with 
having friends at ringside? See, 
that’s another thing I can’t stand 
about Roberts. He’s one of these 
guys who plays up the macho mys- 
tique, that “man alone” routine. It 
happens all the time. He gets hurt 
and embarrassed and he makes out 
like he hasn’t got a friend in the 
world, so he’ll get the fans’ sympa- 
thy. It’s reverse psychology, and 
it’s all calculated. [Ted] DiBiase’s 
doin’ the same thing now. Right 
after Murdoch brainbusted his 
neck in eight pieces, he moaned 
about how nobody loved him and 
nobody cares and darn it, gee 
whiz, he’d fight everybody alone if 
he had to. So the fans cheered 
*cause they love an underdog. Pret- 
ty soon he’ll be teaming up with 
creampuffs like Terry Taylor and 
Hacksaw Duggan, suckin’ up to 
the fans. Count on it. 

Q: You “sucked up” to the fans your- 
self in the World Championship 
area for the better part of a year 
before you came to the Mid-South. 

A: They call me Mr. Unpredictable. I 
wrestled like Dusty Rhodes on pur- 
pose in order to fool my adversar- 
ies.

The idea of automatic positioning and automatic title 

shots is pretty stupid in the first place. A man should 

earn his rating by defeating all other opposition in the 

area. All a smart rulebreaker has to do to hasten his 

climb to the top is defeat Santana. A couple of bucks in 

the right hands by some unscrupulous manager and the 
deed is done. 

In this month’s ratings, Irma, you'll notice that Randy 
Savage is ranked in the number one challenger’s position 
in the WWF, having defeated Santana for the Interconti- 
nental title in Boston on February 8, Santana plummets to 
the number four position, while Junkyard Dog, who had a 
clean victory over Savage in Baltimore, vaults into the 
number two position. 


Ratings movement: By virtue of their NWA titlewinning 
triumph over The Rock ‘n’ Roll Express, Dennis Condrey 
and Bobby Eaton jump from number 10 in last month’s 
ratings to number two. Robert Gibson and Rick Morton 
drop to number eight ... Steve Regal and Jim Garvin, 
have dropped through the tag team ratings after relin- 
quishing their AWA crowns to Scott Hall and Curt Hennig. 
Hall and Hennig take over the number four spot. 
Tommy Rogers and Bobby Fulton return to the tag team 
ratings, sneaking in at number 10 ... New to the ratings 
and appearing this month in the number 10 slots, are: 
Adrian Adonis (WWF), Jesse Barr (NWA), Buddy Roberts 


(World Class) ... The death of Gino Hernandez left a 
gaping hole in the World Class ratings.

At best, doctors are 
giving Adams a 40 percent chance of regaining partial 
sight, but doubt whether the Englishman will ever wrestle 
again ...

T.A.’s battles with Blanchard and 
Arn Anderson. Now that the 
Rhodes-Flair and 1.A.-Blanchard 
feuds seem to be winding down, 
the time is ripe for ‘America’s 
Team’’ to move full force into regu- 
lar tag team competition, and 
there’s no better target for them 
than the Midnights and the NWA 
World tag title. As with the War- 
riors, a concerted effort by Rhodes 
and Magnum would help shut Mor- 
ton and Gibson out of the title pic- 
ture, forcing them to wrestle that 
much harder to achieve a number 
one contender’s spot. 

The Russians. \t seems that 
when Ivan and Nikita Koloff and 
Krusher Khrushchev aren't wres- 
tling The Road Warriors, they're 
wrestling The Rock 'n’ Roll Ex- 
press. The Russians would still love 
to see Morton and Gibson crippled 
for life, and will attempt to do so at 
any opportunity. For the Rock 'n’ 
Rollers to move into the number 
one contention spot, they will have 
to be able to overcome the chal- 
lenge of the Russian triumverate. 

Others. Contracts are flying ev- 
erywhere in the NWA, and negotia- 
tions are on to bring into regular or 
semi-regular competition such 
teams as The Fabulous Ones, The 
Fantastics, Steve Williams and Ted 
DiBiase, and the Sheepherders. Ad- 
ditionally, recent months have seen 
such pairings in the NWA as The 
Italian Stallion and Don Kernodle, 
Superstar Graham and Jimmy Val- 
iant, Black Bart and Konga the 
Barbarian, and Sam Houston and 
Ronnie Garvin. Despite your opinion 
of the effectiveness of these teams 
or their potential longevity, the fact 
remains that they are also a part of 
the NWA tag title picture, and as 
such must either be dealt with by 
the Midnights (which would mean 
one less available title shot for Mor- 
ton and Gibson), or by the Rock ’n’ 
Rolls themselves.

how many of them, are standing 
between us and the NWA World tag 
title,’ enthuses Rick Morton, ‘‘be- 
cause we will regain the, belts a 
third time.”

As we go to 
press, the Rock 'n' Rolls are sched- 
uled to be splitting their time be- 
tween the World Championship and 
Mid-South areas.

Or perhaps they're feel- 
ing weary as they look to the top of 
the hill from the bottom of the 
ladder. 

Can The Rock ’n’ Roll Express 
regain the NWA World tag belts 
and once again ride high atop the 
tag team ratings? Absolutely. But it 
will take a lot of hard work and 
determination. 

And as fans of the Rock 'n’ Roll 
Express well know, those are two 
qualities that Morton and Gibson 
are certainly not lacking. Oo

and made a mockery of the rules. 

Additionally, we also hold liable the 
NWA governing body for permitting 
loopholes in their existing laws that al- 
low Cornette—and malignant dozens 
like him—to routinely possess weapon- 
ty of all shapes and nefarious sizes. 

Specifically, we point to the recent 
NWA title match between The Mid- 
night and Rock ’n’ Roll Express, a 
match laden with abominable contro- 
versy. Knowing the participants, the 
result is hardly a surprise. Cornette ap- 
plied the decisive blow to Morton with 
his racket, then placed his man Eaton 
atop Morton, then dragged the refer- 
ee—who had been knocked from the 
ring previously—back into the ring to 
make the count. 

Recently voted manager of the year 
by the readers of Pro Wrestling Illus- 
trated, Cornette assured the fans upon 
receiving the award that The Midnight 
Express would seize the NWA tag 
team title via a stategic blend of science 
and skill before the end of 1986, 

Sporting a smile betraying the joke 
he played on the wrestling world, 
Cornette fronted a press conference 
after The Midnight Express’ title vic- 
tory. “I told you so,” he smirked, 
playfully whipping air with the infa- 
mous racket, “‘And it didn’t even take 
as long as I thought it would,’’ 

Cornette responded to reporters. ac- 
cusations that if it weren’t for his 
scheming mind and loaded tennis rack- 
et, both he and The Midnight Express 
would be filling up prelim space in 
Yaphank, with a smile and a simile. 
“We are like the ocean,” Cornette 
jowled, but failed to explain the ob- 
scure analogy. “To the winners go the 
spoils,” he continued, and the meaning 
of that cliche became apparent when 
Cornette waved a contract in his hand. 
“This is our new contract. As champi- 
ons, our take immediately goes up 25 
percent and we have first refusal on 
opponents. Ya gotta love it.’’ 

To allow the gloat of Jim Cornette 
to remain unchecked is a kick in the 
face of every rule-abiding wrestler in 


the NWA domain. Rumor of Corm- 
ette’s interference should be sufficient 
enough to have him removed from 
ringside during the Express’ matches. 
At the very least, the NWA should kill 
his Jimmy Connors imitation, before 
Cornette’s racket fatally injures an op- 
ponent. 

What the editors of Sports Review 
Wrestling cannot understand, is the 
flagrant leeway Cornette has been 
given to flout the rules. NWA officials 
haye never fined or suspended Corn- 
ette for interference; NWA laboratories 
have never analyzed the contents of 
Cornette’s racket. 

Dr. Anson Terrier, chief technician 
for the NWA lab, remains surprised at 
his employer’s indecisiveness, ‘We 
never ask for equipment. It requires a 
written memo from [NWA President] 
Bob Geigel, or somone acting on the 
authority of Geigel—for us to im- 
pound anything from a wrestler or 
manager. In my 16 years here, we’ve 
tested everything from Dusty Rhodes’ 
boots to Wahoo McDaniel’s war paint. 
Something as obvious as Cornette’s 
racket we expected long ago. I’m curi- 
ous to open the casing to that baby. 
Rumor is it contains Bellium-24, a ma- 
terial light as aluminum but strong 
enough to crack brick. But until Geigel 
subpoenas the racket, I guess we'll 
never know.” 

An inquiry from this office to Geigel 
questioning him about the delay in in- 
vestigation was returned with a bro- 
chure describing the next NWA con- 
vention in Las Vegas. We cannot say 
whether the exchange was intentional. 
We can say the failure to respond to 
this controversy does not speak well 
for either the NWA office, or its 
president. 

Although we disapprove of rumor- 
mongering in any publication, the seed 
of doubt demands attention. Whenever 
a substantial outlay of money is need- 
ed, Jim Cornette’s mother has been 
known to hand out blank checks, Will 
Bob Geigel arrive at ‘his convention by 
rented car or limousine; will his ac- 
commodations be a single room, or a 
private suite? Care to respond, Mr. 
President? oO

“And this is why I feel so strongly 
about making a comeback. Roddy 
Piper and Jesse Ventura spoil the hon- 
or and prestige of wrestling with their 
filthy talk and filthier attitudes on tele- 
vision. I don’t know for the life of me 
why they are allowed to spread their 
vile gospel to the children of this coun- 
try. I mean, look, this Piper character 
has been calling me a wop, insulting 
my heritage. If I was his only target, 
then that’s okay, but he’s been insult- 
ing blacks and women and Polynesians 
as well for as long as he has been on 
the air.
